school house, Monday, 


March 10, nt 8 p. m., to consider the 
advisability of at this time asking the 
district to vote the necessary 
bonds 


for the erection of new buildings to re- 
place the present ones, which are near- 
ly twenty-five years old, and consider- 
ed inadequate for the requirements of 
the district.

Cologne has about 650,000 inhabitants 
and ia a beautiful city. The shops are 
very fine.

Paris in November. Some of the staff 
officers from the Canadian corps wore 
or I are among the early ones to got 
mess in Bonn on our way back. The 
Canadians are a fine lot, and now that 
tKo war is over they are getting a lot of 
fun out of being an army of occupa- 
tion. The Counter battery officer, Lieu' 
tenant C/rear, is from Hamilton. I had 
nn interesting talk with him on corps 
observation. 
The Canadians have ob 


tftined some excellent results with their 
corps aviation. 


The peace conference in Paris is an

A newspaper Item reports the sui- 


cide of a mnn who declared that he 
wns tired of everlastingly Inclng his 
shoes and theti unlacing them again. 
Petty enough the act appears In the 
gfl3t of the day's news, but the report 
of It (be It fnct or fiction) lingers in 
the mlftd till agalcst a larger back* 
ground of time it begins to take on 
significance, even to flnd a pine* be- 
side Immortal act* of legend and fa- 
miliar attitudes of art. Here was a 
mnn who found tho muster knot of his 
fate In his shoe lacings. Wns he a 
fool or & hero? Alexander hns fame 
for an act which os a symbol might 
have much the same significance, a 
resolute blow of the sword through 
the Gordlan knot, which disposes of 
the difficulty without solving the prob- 
lem. 
For himself the suicide had dis- 


missed routine with a suave gesture 
and with superb Quality, but he leaves 
mankind In the attitude of Laocoon, 
agonizingly entangled in shoo lacings, 
the serpent routlue, huge, Insensate, 
unrelaxibg. In its grip man writhes 
forever, hopeless of escape. To this 
group the suicide waves a jaunty fare- 
Well—"The best of luck to you," he 
snys. "I'm out of It, anyway 1" 


Whatever our scorn for him, we 


must admit that he voices unmistak- 
ably the eternal human protest ngnlnst 
routine; that It Is really only In the 
suavity of his gesture and the supreme 
finality of the rejection tlmt he goes 
beyond the rest of us.

Geological Survey ft War-Map Printer. 


The contribution to tho war of the 


map engraving and printing plant of 
the United States geological survey, 
fSepartment of the interior, has not 
been limited to the reproduction of 
the surveys executed by tho topograph- 
ic engineers, but has Included tho re- 
printing of hydrographlc and British 
admiralty charts in large numbers for 
the navy department and of various 
military maps of French and Belgian 
areas for the war department. Motor- 
truck route maps and airplane route 
inups have also been compiled and 
printed for the use of the ifriny, as 
well as special charts and maps for 
use at instruction camps. 
An Inter- 


esting use of this specially equipped 
printing plant has been the regular Is- 
sue of camouflage charts for the navy. 
The regular geologic map work has 
given place during the period of the 
war to these exigency calls for color 
printing for military purposes.

"These are but suggestions of the

4. Conferring of all necessary author- 


ty on officials and fixing adequate pen- 
alties for violations of the aet. 


5. All intoxicating liquor illegally 


possest, manufactured, or sold, and all 
implements used in theoe illegal manu- 
factures should bo considered centra- 
brand. 


(5. The sale, manufacture, transporta- 


tion, importation, exportation, and pos- 
session of intoxicating liquor for bever- 
age purposes should be prohibited. 


7. Tho phrase "intoxicating liquor" 


should include distilled, malt, ferment- 
ed, vinous, alcoholic, or any intoxicat- 
ing liquors. 


8. An adequate search and seizure 


provision similar to those which have 
proved effective in the enforcement of 
tho prohibitory laws in the states. 


9. Tho sale of alcoholic patent or 


proprietary medicines which are pos- 
sible or capable of being used as a 
beverage should be surrounded by tho 
same safeguards as the sale of alcohol. 


10. Provision to prevent any scheme, 


device or'subterfuge to evade the pro- 
visions of the act. 


11. In accordance with the national 


prohibition 
amendment, the 
several 


states shall provide legislation in har- 
mony tiiqrewith to carry out ".its provjs-

That is what 
has made tho motion-picture theater 
the groat rival to tho saloon every 
whore, and that is why, with tho.cloS' 
ing of tho saloons, wo look for a great 
increase in tlio motion-picture business. 
Men will sc*ek amusement, and tho mo- 
tion-picture theater will bo the natural 
place to sock it." 


In many quarters there seems to bo 


a doubt whether the prohibition amend- 
ment, so triumphantly ratified, can be 
successfully enforced. "The fact might 
ns well bo faced at tho outset that this 
amendment and the prospective laws 
relating to it c.au bo evaded and broken 
easily enough in innumerable ways," 
remarks tho Manchester, N. H., Union, 
which goes on to say: 


"It is all right to celebrate tho rati- 


fication, for this is a genuine achieve- 
ment. But it'doesn't mark the end of 
the struggle—not by a long shot. And 
after tho bell-ringing, and tho passing 
of the intervening time, and tho enact- 
ing of tlio laws that can b* put on the 
statute-books, wo must still be prepared 
to combat this evil in its most evil 
form of hidden lawlessness." 


And Jtho Springfield Union reminds 


us of tho di(Unities wo have already ex- 
perienced in trying to enforce actual 
obedience to a constitutional amend- 
ment in u state in which that amend- 
ment did not have the support of pub- 
lic opinion. AVo road: 


"In outlining plans for tho future, 


the general counsel of tho Anti-Saloon 
League says that stops will bo immed- 
iately taken to enact a federal prohi- 
bition law and to have all states enact 
prohibition laws in harmony with the 
federal amendment. He plainly accepts 
the faet that tho successful enforce- 
ment of the amendment dopends on 
both tho federal and state .laws, and 
that tho two authorities must work to- 
gether in a.M states. This line of pro- 
cedure is suggested by the language of 
tho amendment itself, tho second sec- 
tion of which is that 'Congress and 
tho several states shall have concurrent 
power to enforce this article by appro- 
priate legislation.' It will bo noticed 
that this language differs from that 
used 
in tho 
fourteenth 
and fifteen 


amendments only in the use of the 
word 'concurrent.' In providing that 
'the right of citizens of tho United 
States to vote shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by 
any state on aeeouut of race, color, or 


coudiuuu of servitude.' noth-
